As 
understood its provisions are in brief; 
to issue bond a to purchase gold to re- 
deem the silver dollars that may be 
coined from the seigniorage on the 
bullion now in the Treasury. If that 
13 the object of the bill it ia not proba- 
ble that it will be favorably reported 
from the Coinage Committee. Bland 
will certainly not consent to any such 
measure.

if possible, more debasing to silver 
than anything yet on the statutes.

WHITE CLOUD BAIUROAD. 


A Proposition to Build It From W»eS»- 


worth by Way of Stillwater. 


(Wadsworth Dispatch.) 


The White Cloud Copper Mining 


Company has been contemplating for 
'some time the construction of a rail- 
road from White Cloud to a junc- 
tion with the Central Pacific. The 
shortest distance would be from White 
Cloud to Lovelock, but this route is to 
a degree objectionable because of a 
heavy grade and because a railroad 
between White Cloud and Lovelock 
would not open up any new country 
that would give the White Cloud Com- 
pany any traffic other than its own. 
We understand from reliable authority 
that Senator Kaiser and Assemblyman 
Allen have been delegated, with power 
to act, to represent the people of 
Churchill county and make several 
propositions to the White Cloud Com- 
pany witli a view of inducing the com- 
pany to build the railroad from White 
Cloud to Wadsworth via St. Clair and 
Stillwater, and in the event to bond 
Churchill county to an amount not less 
than $100,000. While we hope that a 
bonus of $100,000 will induce the White 
Cloud Company to select the latter 
route, we are not sanguine that the in- 
ducement is large enough. The dis- 
tance from White Cloud to Lovelock 
is, in round numbers, thirty-five miles. 
Tbe distance from White Cloud to 
Wadsworth via St. Clair and Stillwater 
ia seventy miles. Virtually the bonus 
is an offar of thirty-five miles of rail- 
road with tLe advantages of running 
over comparatively level ground and 
the traffic that would be the natural 
result of such an outlet to market. 
Churchill county has room within its 
borders for a large number of settlers, 
and has the best land in the State and 
plenty of it to accommodate them. 
The opening up of that country would 
be the means of increasing the value of 
property within the county; it would 
givo the farmers and stockmen an out- 
let for their produce; it would increase 
the population; it would make taxes 
lighter and in a hundred ways improve 
the condition of the people and the 
people's children. 


A bonus of $100,000 is not excessive 


to offer for these advantages as they 
are certainly worth several times that 
amount. The time will come, though 
apparently not soon, when a feeder will 
be built from the Central Pacific to 
some point in Churchill county, but 
the construction of the White Cloud 
road would give the county now what 
she cannot otherwise confidently ex- 
pect for another quarter of a century 
unless she meets good fortune in the 
building of anotner transcontinental 
road which may and may not run 
through her territory. 


Therefore it behooves those interest- 


ed to use their best endeavors in the 
golden "now" and not to be small in 
their dealings, or to be deterred if the 
amount of the bonus becomes the de- 
ciding point. 


Sometimes even when they come high 


we must have them.

JU Giving 
the 
Republican Party 


Considerable Anxiety to Know Just 
Where He Stands Politically. 
It has long been an open question in 


Washington as to just where Senator 
Chandler of New Hampshire stands in 
relation to the third party movement. 
For some time he has been giving his 
liepublican friends considerable solici- 
tude, as he has evidenced a spirit lately 
of open condemnation of many old 
party practices. 


A recent number of the Congressional 


Rrcoril contains the following, whieh 
will be read with interest: 


Senator Chandler. I shall not un- 


dertake to blame either political party 
but I say it is time that there should 
bo courage enough in the House of 
Representatives and in the Senate of 
the United States to deal honestly 
with the American people when polit- 
ical campaigns are approaching by tell- 
ing the people exactly how much 
money will be needed to carry on the 
Government during the current fiscal 
year, and cot go into those campaigns 
with lying appropriations and with the 
full knowledge on all hands that the 
appropriation bills are not for the 
whole fiscal year, but are appropria- 
tions only for three-quarters of the 
year and must be followed up during 
the session of Congress which succeeds 
the. election by large deficiency appropri- 
ations which come here one after 
another to the utter discredit of the 
whole system upon which appropria- 
tion bills are constructed and reported 
and passed by Congress. 


Mr. Allen. I understood the Senator 


from New Hampshire to say that it was 
the custom to pass lying appropriation 
bills for the purpose of deceiving the 
people of the country. I should like 
to know to what extent that custom 
has prevailed heretofore ? 


Mr. Chandler. I think it has always 


been done when there has been a Dem- 
ocratic 
House of Representatives. 


There has been a Democratic House of 
Representatives in this country now 
for twenty years, with two exceptions. 


Mr. Allen, Has it ever been done 


under a Republican Administration? 


Mr. Chandler. There have been but 


two Congresses in which the House of 
Representatives, as the Senator knows 
very well, has been Republican since 
1874. 


Mr. Allen. Have any bills of that 
haracter been passed during that 
iime ? 


Mr. Chandler. 
I think certainly 


;here were such bills passed during 
;hcse two Congresses, and that is why 
we are having a Populist party growing 
up in this country. Neither party is 
wholly to blame for this system of 
ippropriations. We might say, if the 
Republicans have had the House of 
Representatives four years in twenty, 
the proportion is four-twentieths to 
sixteeu-twentieths and because this 
system has prevailed as to the old 
parties is possibly one reason for the 
•apid growth of the party to which the 
Senator from Nebraska belongs, who, 
1 am happy to see, devotes his time 
pretty impartially between the other 
side of the Chamber and this side of 
he Chamber, and we are always glad 
o see him on this side of the Chamber- 
Mr. Stewart. Will the Senator from 


S'ew Hampshire allow me ? 


Mr. Chandler. I bad entirely for- 


gotten my friend, the Populist Senator 
'rom Nevada, who so recently an- 
nounced the transfer of his political 
illegiance; and I am glad to welcome 
lim into this field of reform. 


Mr. Stewart. Will the Senator allow 


me to ask him a question ? 


Mr. Chandler. Certainly. 
Mr. Stewart. Is the fact that the 


,wo old parties have become so corrupt 
hat they even pass lying appropria- 
ion bills an argument why there 
should not be a third party ? 


Mr. Chandler. 
Certainly the mis- 


;akes which the old parties have made 
!orm a legitimate argument for the 
construction of a new party and for 
;he appearance in the Senate of the ! 
Senator from Nebraska as a great re- 
form leader. I welcome, as I said, the 
Senator from Nebraska to that field, 
and we expect great things from him 
when he gets fairly settled into the 
Senatorial harness. 


Mr. Allen. I should liks to have an 


answer from the Senator to another 
question with his permission. Does he 
not believe that the passage of lying 
appropriation bills by both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties, as well 
as other high crimes and misdemean- 
ors committed by them, fully justify 
the existence of a new political party 
in this country ? 


Mr. Chandler. I make merely this 


admission: I think it fully justifies the 
Senator's election to the Senate and 
the conversion of the Senator from Ne- 
vada from the Republican party to the 
Populist party. That is as far as I am 
willing to admit the two old parties de- 
serve affliction on account of their 
past delinquencies. To that extent I 
am willing to go. I certainly welcomed 
the Senator from Nebraska when he 
arue here. I did not part without 
great regrets with the Senator from 
Nevada, 


Now, Mr. President, I will make no 


further admissions to-night, because 
the day is passing; but until this ap- 
propriation bill comes up again I shall 
take into careful consideration the 
inquiry of the Senator from Nebraska, 
and if I think the two old parties de- 
serve any worse infliction than they 
have already received through the 
Populist party, I will frankly say so 
to him ha some future discussion. I 
have to say to the Senator that I 
always desire to be frank and keep 
nothing back, and if I come to o ccw- 
chtsion that would gratify him on this 
Subject , I will make the admission 
candidly and frankly on some future 
occasion.

They Endeavor to Secure Their Liberty 


By Setting Fire to the Calaboose. 
Early last evening Officer Nash ar- 


rested two men on suspicion of having 
stolen some pants from the clothing 
store of M. Nathan, and took them to 
the calaboose to keep them until morn- 
ing, placing them in the middle cell of 
the building. Later in the evening he 
arrested a woman for being drunk and 
disorderly and placed her in the east 
cell of the same building. 


Not long after he was attracted by 


piercing screams and yells in the di- 
rection of the calaboose and hastened 
to ascertain the cause. Upon arriving 
at the cooler he found the cell occu- 
pied by the woman full of smoke and a 
lot of straw and bedding therein on 
fire. He hastily unlocked the door 
and took the now thoroughly terrified 
woman from her perilous place of cap- 
tivity and soon after succeeded in put- 
ting out the incipient blaze. 


He then interrogated the woman as 


to the cause of the fire and she stated 
that the two men in the cell adjoining 
had lit pieces of paper and pushed 
them through a small hole In the par- 
tition between the two cells, igniting 
the straw and bedding, and she being 
asleep from the effects of the liquor 
she had drank, was not aroused until 
nearly suffocated by the smoke. 


Mr. Nash doubted the woman's story, 


but for the sake of safety took the two 
men over the river and placed them in 
the county jail and then returned to 
the calaboose to investigate. 
He care- 


fully examined the cell occupied by 
the two men and on the floor immedi- 
ately beneath the hole found a lot of 
burned paper, showing that the woman 
had spoken the truth. 


It was evidently the intention of the 


men to attract attention to their cell 
first and upon the door being opened 
to make a desperate attempt to escape, 
even if tbey had to do so at the cost of 
the poor unfortunate woman's life. 


Criminals who will resort to such 


desperate means to attain their ends 
are indeed dangerous and bode no good 
to any community. It is to be hoped 
that justice will attain' its ends and 
that they will receive the punishment 
they so richly deserve. 


But for the watchfulness of Officer 


Nash there might have been a serious 
conflagration and the loss of at least 
one human life.

HOMING POWERS OF THE CAT. 


They Are aiy«t«riou» and Unfathomable 


Even to Modern Science. 


That a cat can come home in the face 


of almost incredible difficulties is per* 
fectly certain. Thus, to take a fact as 
an instance, a cat was carried from a 
town on the northeast coast of Fife to a 
house near Perth. It went in a basket 
by train to Leuchars, where it changed 
for Dundee, and at Dundee changed for 


i Perth. Next day, about 7 in the morn- 


Ing, this cat was observed to run down 
the avenue of its new home with a pur- 
poseful air. On the third day it ap- 
peared at its old home. 


Now, how did that oat achieve its 


journey? Did it take a bee line across 
country, and, if so, how did it know its 
direction? Or did it run to Dundee, cross 
Tay bridge (the railway bridge) and so 
along the line to Leuchars, negotiating 
the Eden at Guard bridge? We can 
hardly suppose that it swam the Tay. 
Or did it go round by the head of Loch 
Tay—a long rough journey by the El- 
lin, where a cat might meet many dan- 
gers and temptations? The perils of a 
cat on the road are innumerable. Every 
collie dog chases it, every gamekeeper 
has a gun for it, every boy is ready with 
a stone. Indeed we never see a cat on 
its travels. No doubt it runs by night. 
There is the hypothesis that the cat came 
by train, changing at Dundee, and achiev- 
ing the difficult maneuver at Leuchars, 
wherein many men have failed, going 
back to Dundee or getting to Cupar, 
though not one of them was like him 
4'that will toCnpar." This method of 
transit, which needs agile acuteness of 
reason in any man, may not be beyond 
the powers and intelligence of a cat. 


But all conceivable ways, from the 


bee line across country and over rivers 
to the course round Loch Tay, are full 
of perplexities. 
That the cat simply 


rode on a broomstick behind a witch is 
an hypothesis which brings us into un- 
friendly contact with modern ideas of 
progress. Somehow the thing was done, 
and done in 48 hours. A dog spoken of 
by Mr. Romanes ran from Vienna to 
Mentonne, but died of fatigue. The cat 
was as well and sound as usual. We 
may speak of instinct and inherited apti- 
tude, but to find its old home is of no 
nae to a cat in the struggle for existence. 
Cats, much more than dogs, are inde- 
pendent of a home. They can take to 
the heather, the forest or the back green. 
Thus the cats which fortuitously devel- 
oped the power of "homing" would be 
no better off than other cats and not 
more fitted to survive and bequeath their 
accomplishment to their progeny. 


In face of these facts our boasted 


science is dumb. We know little about 
cats, but cats know a great deal about 
us. Faculties of this kind made the cat 
a mysterious power in the middle ages. 
He was roasted alive that his unknown 
protector might come and rescue him by 
uttering words of prophecy. This very 
fact proves the existence of a feline se- 
cret society which nobody studies, for 
we are all apt to neglect the facts which 
underlie and inspire the truths which 
are called superstitious. Cats have very 
probably "an underground railway."—
